Office of Security Statistical Report 
for May 1959 


1. The attached tables and charts reflect some of the 
activities of certain components of the office during May 1959. The 
statistics in the tables are compiled by the component concerned; 
the charts are prepared in this office from the statistics furnished by 
the components. 


2. Following is a brief summary of noteworthy activities, 
events, or accomplishments which took place during the month: 
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d. Consolidation of files into the Security Records 
Division was formally approved by the Acting Deputy Director 
(Support) with authorization to Management Staff to survey in 
six months to determine if grades and costs are justified. 
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f„ Escort service was commenced for secret 
cryptographic equipment being sent overseas by the 
Office of Communications, It is estimated that 
approximately 3,200 man hours per year will be 
expended by the Office of Security on this service 
through 1962. 

g. The President amended EO 10501 to allow the 
use of regular first class mail for dispatching 
confidential material. The Policy Staff is engaged in 
a staff study so that Agency policy regarding this 
relaxation may be determined, 

h. The Physical Security Inspection Tour in the 
WH area was completed during the month. 
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
